ENGLAND S. O. S. 

I am one of the English subscribers 
to “Cats Magazine,” and it is a real 
joy to handle a magazine turned out in 
such a fine lay-out. [ am very interested 
to see that most of the cats and kit- 
tens offered for sale are “permanently 
vaccinated against gastro-enteritis.” 
Can you give me any information as 
to the efficiency of these vaccines (I 
would prefer such information, if forth- 
coming, to come from people who have 
actually used these preparations, and 
can give unbiased opinions.) Gastro- 
enterities is the bane of all cat fan- 
ciers in this country, and we all feel so 
helpless when this scourge visits us; 
we can’t prevent it, and we all battle 
against it in different ways, sometimes 
with success, more often without. 
There is no admitted cure; sulpha 
drugs are used with success in some 
cases, penicillin in others, enterofagus 
is very useful but what cures (or ap- 
parently cures) one cat won’t touch 
another. We have no vaccine available, 
neither can individuals buy from Am- 
erica, and of course our Government 
can’t sponsor such an import under our 
present economic situation. Most Eng- 
lish breeders keep their stock as 
Lousehold pets, (catteries in the ac- 
cept sense of the word, while they do 
exist among the big breeders, are the 
exception rather than the rules here) 
and we are a noted soft-hearted race 
as far as pets are concerned, so you 
will realize what heartbreaking ex- 
periences we have when we get such 
epidemics. This year seems to have 
been a particularly bad one—I my- 
self lost three Siamese kittens. I am 
hoping that restrictions regarding 
things of this nature will be lifted in 
the near future, and if the information 
I seek is forthcoming I shall then 
know what to order.

GEORGIA HAS PROBLEM 

Some time ago a number of my cats 
and kittens came down with what ap- 
peared to be colds and upper respira- 
tory infections. They sneezed contin- 
ually, their eyes ran and their noses 
leaked. My veterinarians diagnosed it 
as Infectious Feline Choryza and could 
only suggest a blood transfusion from 
a recovered cat. Since at that time, 
none had recovered. We tried sulpha, 
penicillin, streptomycin and auromycin. 
None of these worked. Gradually, with 
heavy daily doses of vitamins and 
extra feedings of highly nutritious 
foods, the adults recovered. All of the 
kittens slowly passed the serious stage 
except one. This particular kit was 
given a blood transfusion from a re- 
covered adult but got worse, finally 
developing pneumonia and dying. Al- 
though my remaining kittens are ac- 
tive and strong, some of them still 
have the running nose, hoarse breath- 
ing, watery eyes and sneezing.

Although slightly behind schedule, 
CATS MAGAZINE and members of its 
Staff desire to extend to each and 
everyone of its Readers and to its 
Advertisers, who make the publishing 
of this Magazine possible, a Very Hap- 
py and Prosperous 1950. 





The Year 1949 just passed, marked 
another milestone in the history of the 
Cat in America. Perhaps 1949 will be 
one of the more important years, when 
we turn back the pages of Cat history.

It is doubtful if California Cat Own- 
ers will be afforded the tremendous 
“break” when all seemed loss, as oc- 
curred in Illinois, with Governor Adlai 
Stevenson crashing through with his 
Great Veto of the nefarious legislation. 
California has been warned and steps 
have been provided to thwart the at- 
tempts of the Professional Cat Haters 
to make headway there with the State 
Legislature. Will they profit by this? 


The anti-cat campaign in Illinois 
started approximatley six years prior 
to 1949. Six years can contribute much 
to the success of an organization, par- 
ticularly if it has acquired experience 
from past operations. Will the Profes- 
sional Cat Haters of California, in re- 
ality a national organization, bore from 
within and some day pop up with bird- 
brained legislation for the kill? Let’s 
wait and see.

ture. Will California’s Cat Owners sit 
back until it is too late? Will they 
BBDGIN NOW to take an active part in 
this problem?

SAN DIEGO CAT WEEK 
IS SUCCESS 


The San Diego (Calif.) Cat Fanciers 
sponsored a school children’s essay 
contest from October 5 to November 5 
in observance of National Cat Week. 


Dr, Guy Bogart of Beaumont, Calif., 
California State Chairman of National 
Cat Week acted as judge. Mrs. Doro- 
thea Simmons of Coronado, Calif., 
Chairman of the San Diego area, was 
in charge and presented the prizes to 
the winners on the final day of the 
Week. 


First prize, a $25 government bond 
was won by 11-year-old Linda Wash- 
burn of the Sixth Grade at Frontier 
School. Second prize winner and re- 
cipient of a registered Siamese kitten 
was 10-year-old Sonia Smith of San 
Diego. Third prize was a personally 
autographed book of James and Pa- 
mela Mason’s “The Cats in Our Lives” 
to be shared by the 11-year-old twins, 
Kathleen Margaret and George Sperry 
of La Mesa, Calif. Essays were to be 
on the subject, “What National Cat 
Week Means to Me,” and not more 
than 250 words in length. 


The winning essay by Linda Wash- 
burn was as follows: 

Cats and kittens should always be 
safe, for they are lovable and don’t 
ask for much for all the playful 
hours they bring to people. Not every- 
one has cats for pets but the ones 
who do love every moment of fun 
they have with their little gentle 
pets; which is almost all the time.

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 12 — THE SILVER DIVISION (1)

The Silver Division of Long Hairs 
of the American Cat Fancy is divided 
into four Classes. They are Chinchillas, 
Shaded Silvers, Smokes and Silver 
Tabbies. 

A study of the Standards will fur- 
nish the reader with the salient points 
to distinguish each Class, particularly 
the Chinchillas from the Shaded Silv- 
ers. where the line of demarcation 
varies with the opinions of the indi- 
vidual judges. The Silver Class repre- 
sentatives possess green eyes and a 
brick-red coloring of the nose, with the 
exception of the Smokes. The Smokes 
have orange or copper eyes with the 
tip of the nose black. 

The Shaded Silver is darker in color 
than the Chinchilla. Silver Tabbies, of 
course possess the dark tabbl mark- 
ings on the coat. 

At the turn of the Century, the 
American Cat Fancy became a reality 
with the establishment of exhibitions, 
rules and regulations governing them 
and the cats, standards and registry 
books. It was patterned entirely after 
the structure designed by and for the 
English Cat Fancy. 

The American Cat Fancy followed 
closely the activities of the English. 
Its leaders were well versed in the 
newest fads and fashions of the cat 
show world and followed the results of 
the English exhibitions with even 
greater attention than those held in 
America. These breeders and exhibi- 
tors in America were in continuous 
communication with the English cat 
fanciers. Some made the long journey 
to England visiting the exhibitions, 
holding consultations with leading 
fanciers there, and returning to Ameri- 
ca with many cats and kittens, a de- 
pleted pocketbook and the veiled hope 
that some day they would rock the 
American Cat Fancy by presenting the 
perfect cat. 

As the English Cat Fancy progressed, 
so aid the American Cat Fancy. If new 
rules and regulations were established 
in England. America unhesitantly 
followed suit. America made itself de- 
pendent on England in that respect. 
America turned its back on the Maine 
cats simply because England refused 
to consider them as ideal stock. 

At the turn of the Century and the 
real beginning of the American Cat 
Fancy, England had taken strongly 
with the Silver Classes, particularly 
the Chinchillas. Therefore Americans 
ordained that the Silver Classes and 
the Chinchillas were “a must.” 

It was no surprise then at the first 
Beresford Cat Club exhibition held in 
Chicago in 1900, that a Silver cat was 
exhibited and promptly won the prize 
as Best in the Show. Up to that time, 
the Best in the Show with few excep- 
tions were Brown Tabbies or Blue-eye 
Whites from Maine. 

Many who have read the cat books 
or who have attended the cat shows 
are puzzled by the use of the word, 


Chinchilla, applied as the name to a 
Class of Silver cats. Chinchilla is the 
Cat Fancy’s word for an UNMARKED 
SILVER cat. But even so, this is most 
confusing, since a Chinchilla is a small 
squirrellike rodent that inhabits the 
Andes Mountains of South America. 
Why then can or could the same word 
be applied to cats? 

According to the generally accepted 
theory, this came to be when an Eng- 
lish breeder-exhibitor purchased a kit- 
ten, naming it *Chinnie.” The kitten 
later grew up to be hailed by the 
English as the “Mother of Chinchillas.” 
Chinnie was born in 1882, the result of 
a mating between a wild cat living in 
the neighborhood of Babbicombe and a 
fireside pet of unknown pedigree owned 
by Miss Grace Hurt, who lived near 
the Village of Wakefield. This kitten 
was sold by her to a Mrs. Vallance 
for one guinea. The new mistress 
promptly named her Chinnie. 


In April 1885, Chinnie produced a 
litter of two, sired by Fluffy, whose 
nonpedigreed parents were owned by 
a Miss Acklands. The offsprings were 
identical in color and appearance to 
Chinnie. Vezzoso, the male carried off 
Best Cat honors that same year at a 
show held in the Albert Palace. He 
disappeared soon after, and, according 
to a Fancy story, joined his maternal 
grandfather, the wild cat of Babbi- 
combe, somewhere in the woods and 
never was seen again. 

Beauty, the female, remained at 
home with Chinnie to make Silver Cat 
History. She was not particularly bril- 
liant as a show specimen, if indeed she 
was shown. There are no records to 
prove this. She did however, become 
an outstanding producer of Chinchilla 
offsprings, and is considered to be the 
foundation participant for the three 
generally recognized strains of Silvers 
in the world today. 

These strains are Silver Lambkins, 
Southampton and Argent. All pure Sil- 
ver stock of today, if traced back, will 
revert eventually to Beauty. 

Beauty was bred to a Smoke, Cham- 
pion Perso. From this mating arrived 
Silver Lambkins, a Chinchilla and the 
first strain of Silver Cats. He was a 
remarkable sized animal with strong 
muscular frame and long luxurious 
coat. It is written that he had an 
enormous frill, inherited from his sire, 
Perso. Beauty supplied the pale color, 
brilliant blue-green eyes and the per- 
fect frame. Perso, in addition to the 
frill, passed on to Lambkins that rare 
attribute, the delight of all exhibitor- 
breeders of Silvers, namely, no mark- 
ings—not even the fantest. 

Silver Lambkins was bred to South- 
ampton Duchess, a Chinchilla, whose 
sire was Champion Bundle, a Blue, 
and whose dam was Islington Beauty, 
a Chinchilla, to form the second of the 
three established strains. The prize 
from this litter was Lord Southampton. 
This cat featured lightness of color, 


but also slight tabby markings on the 
offspring, due, no doubt, to the Blue 
strains in the blood. 

The third strain is Lord Argent. This 
resulted from a mating of Silver Lamb- 
kins with Sylvie, a Chinchilla. Sylvie 
was of unknown pedigree but won the 
coveted title of Best Cat in Show at 
the Crystal Palace, London in 1886. A 
portrait of Sylvie appears in Harrison 
Weir’s book, “Our Cats,” and is one of 
the featured pen and ink sketches by 
the author. 

Lord Argent was bred in England by 
Mrs. Dorothy Bevill Champion before 
she arrived in America to settle per- 
manently at Staten Island, New York. 
Lord Argent accompanied his mistress 
to the United States. He is the first 
great English cat of the very few out- 
standing ones that have arrived from 
England in the half century history of 
the American Cat Fancy. 

The arrival of Mrs. Champion was 
a big event in America among the 
Cat Fancy enthusiasts. The fact that 
she made the United States her home 
proved a boon to the advancement of 
the hobby. She had been an outstand- 
ing breeder-exhibitor in England. 
specializing in Silvers, founder of the 
Silver Cat Society of England and its 
guiding light. She became interested of 
course in the American Cat Fancy and 
her large contingent of cats which she 
brought with her were easy winners at 
the shows here. 

She was secretary of the Cat Fan- 
ciers Federation for a great many 
years, took an active part in writing 
articles for the several cat magazines 
then in existence, and capped off her 
literary effort by publishing “Every 
body’s Cat Book” in 1909. This book 
was a factual and instructive discourse 
on the breeding of pedigree cats. 

It is the opinion of this writer that 
the majority of Silver Cats in Ameri- 
ca today are, or can be, traced back 
to the Argent strain. This theory is 
further advanced by the fact that a 
second great Chinchilla cat of Eng- 
land was imported in 1909 by Mrs. 
George H. Lynas of Logansport, In- 
diana. His name was Rob Roy II of 
Arrandale, and possessed the Argent 
strain, held by Mrs. Champion. Mrs. 
Lynas purchased the cat for $525. Rob 
Roy was the only Chinchilla male 
champion in England at the time of the 
purchase. 

Silver cats were the rage in America 
at the turn of the Century as stated 
previously. This can best be exempli- 
fied by the results of the first Beres- 
ford show at Chicago in 1900, when 
Best Cat in Show went to Lockehav- 
en’s Smerdis, a Chinchilla male, owned 
by Mrs. Clinton Locke. This imported 
cat carried the Southampton strain. 
In the first big Boston show in 1902, 
Watership Ceasar, an imported Smoke, 
with Silver Lambkin strain, was judged 
Best Cat.

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FRIENDS OF CATS BEGIN SHOWDOWN 
IN CALIFORNIA TO STOP CAT HATERS 


The concerted drive to block all at- 
tempts to bring legislative action 
against cats and their owners in the 
State of California has been launched 
under the guidance fo Guy Bogart of 
Beaumont, California. 


Expose of the organization known as 
Friends of the Birds was revealed for 
the first time in the December issue of 
Cats Magazine, wherein this group, 
headed by a Gertrude Charny, has set 
up headquarters at 2502 Chapala Street, 
Santa Barbara, California, with the 
expressed purpose of campaigning 
against cats, owned or otherwise, 
throughout the State of California. 


Friends of the Birds was the organ- 
ization that successfully brought about 
the passage of legislation against cats 
and their owners in the State of Illinois 
last year. The bill, known as the Mar- 
auding Cat Law, was vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Adlai E. Stevenson on April 23, 
1949. 


The Illinois Bill, known as Senate 
Bill No. 93 was introduced in the 66th 
General Assembly of Illinois on Febru- 
ary 8, 1949 under the guise of providing 
“protection to insectiverous birds by 
restraining cats,” by Senators Know, 
Adesko and Libonati. If enacted into 
law, cats in the State of IlIniois would 
have been eliminated almost entirely 
over the course of a few years. 

Following the veto of the passed 
Senate Bill, Gertrude Charny moved 
to Santa Barbara, California where on 
July 5, 1949 she inaugurated a similar 
drive for legislation, utilizing perhaps 
the same methods that she employed 
in Illinois. Her first propaganda was a 
mimeographed letter sent to a national 
mailing list, calling attention to the 
“cat situation” in California, and giv- 
ing definite reasons why the [Illinois 
Cat Bill met with defeat. 

In selecting California as her next 
move for her Friends of the Birds, 
Miss Charny enters into what is be- 
lieved to be the biggest “cat state” in 
the United States. This is based on 
circulation of this publication, which 
shows that California leads all other 
states by an extremely wide margin. 

When news reached American cat 
owners residing in California that 
Friends of the Birds was on deck to 
begin its cat legislation, little time was 
lost among them with the result that 
Dr. Guy Bogart was named to lead the 
opposition to the campaign. Bogart is 
well known throughout California as a 
sportsman, writer and civic person- 
ality. He has retired from active busi- 
ness pursuits but retains his interest 
in the Bogart Bowl at Beaumont which 
annually features the Cherry Festival, 
as well as chamber of commerce activi- 
ties in his area. His hobby is his cats 

Bogart calls his organization the 
California Friends of the Cats Since 
he is a member of the Advisory Coun- 
cil of National Cat Week and is Cali- 
fornia State Chairman of this annual 


observance, Bogart reveals that Cat 
Week will do much to head off most of 
the activity brought on by the so-called 
Friends of the Birds

He has requested that cat owners 
in California contact him immediately 
to help combat the political pressure 
that is a definite certainty to be em- 
ployed by the Friends of the Birds. 
Bogart’s preliminary plans are to de- 
termine who among the 120 state legis- 
lators of California are apt to fall in 
line with the bird propaganda, used so 
successfully in Illinois. Then he will 
concentrate the efforts of the Califor- 
nia cat owners to those legislators who 
appear likely to introduce nefarious 
legislation against cats. 


Governor Earl Warren of California 
is another important figure in Califor- 
nia whose feelings and actions towards 
cats could have much to do with legis- 
lation should an anti-cat bill success- 
fully pass the legislature, as it did in 
Illinois. 


Although it is not known as this 
news story is written, it is believed 
that many readers have expressed their 
sentiments in letters to Governor War- 
ren and members of the California 
legislature.

ON ILLINOIS ANTI-CAT BILL 


In her opening message to her fol- 
lowers and supporters throughout the 
United States in which she reveals 
that the State of California is the new 
battleground for action against cats 
and cat owners, dated July 5, 1949, 
yertrude Charny, President of Friends 
of the Birds reveals some interesting 
data of particular interest to Califor- 
nians and cat owners of Illinois. 


Senator William G. Knox, who twice 
had the Illinois Marauding Cat Bill 
passed in the State Senate, is extolled 
for “courage, independence, integrity 
and capability.” 

Chief enemies of the Illinois Bill 
were Rep. W. B. Westbrook of Har- 
risburg, Ill., and Rep. Robert L. Bur- 
hans of Peoria. 

Dr. A. W. Young of Chicago, Presi- 
dent of the American Cat Association 
and a member of the Anti-Cruelty So- 
ciety, “who had approved the Bill, and 


whom for years I considered a friend, 
stabbed the Bill...” 

Miss Charny continues over her sig- 
nature that the Illinois Citizens Animal 
Welfare League sent out a circular to 
fight the Bill. She also states that 
“Humane Societies are largely sup- 
ported by cat fanatics,” and asks the 
question “Isn’t it time to make them 
understand the situaton about birds?” 

She also states that Senator Wal- 
lace Thompson of Galesburg might be 
the Republican candidate for Governor 
and was opposed to the Bill and that 
the Secretary of the Illinois Friends of 
the Birds is Mrs. Genevieve Benson, 
4540 N. Magnolia Ave., Chicago 40.

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


SILVER DIVISION STANDARDS 


The following is the C.F.A. Standard 
for Silver Cats. Tne A.C.A., C.F.F., 
and U.C.F. Standards, vary slightly in 
the wordings, and are not published 
only to conserve space: 

CHINCHILLA (Silver) 

The undercoat should be pure 
white, the coat on back, flanks, head 
and tail being sufficiently tipped 
with black to give the characteristic 
sparkling silver appearance; the legs 
may be very slightly shaded with the 
tipping, but chin, ear tufts, stom- 
ach and chest must be pure white; 
any barring or brown or cream tinge 
is a fault. Eyes to be green. Rim of 
eyes, lips and nose to be outlined 
with black. Center of nose to be 
brick red. 

SHADED SILVER 

Shaded Silver should be pure un- 
marked silver, shading gradually 
down the sides, face and tail, from 





dark on the ridge, to white on chin, 
chest and belly and under the tail; 
the legs to be the same tone as the 
face. The general effect to be much 
darker than a chinchilla. Any bar- 
ring or brown or cream tinge to be 
considered a fault. Eyes to be green. 
Rim of eyes, lips and nose to be out- 
lined with black. Center of nose to 
be brick yed. 
SMOKE 

A smoke cat must be black, shad- 
ing to smoke, with white undercoat 
and black points and mask, light 
silver frill and ear tufts. Eyes to be 
brilliant copper or deep orange. 

SILVER TABBY 

The color of a silver tabby should 
be a pale clear silver with broad 
dense black markings; to conform 
in pattern to those described for 
brown tabby*; any brown or cream 
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tinge to be considered a drawback; 
eye color to be green or hazel. 

(*Described pattern for brown tab- 
by is as follows: “Markings dense 
black, clearly defined and broad (not 
narrow pencilings.) Legs, evenly 
barred, the “bracelets” coming high 
up to meet the body markings. Tail 
barred. Barrings on neck and chest, 
or “necklaces” distinct, like so many 
chains. Head barred. Cheek swirls 
and swirls on sides of body, each 
continuing in an unbroken ring. The 
marks upon the face and between the 
ears and down the neck to meet the 
“butterfly” on the shoulders, which 
divides the head lines from the 
spine line. Back markings to consist 
of a distinct black stripe down the 
middle of the back and stripes of 
the ground color on either side of 
it, and black lines on either side of 
them.)

The first show in New York staged 
under American show rules, was held 
in 1903. Argent Moonbeam II, owned 
by Mrs. Champion (Argent strain), was 
Best Cat. The wins in these huge 
events which attracted the top ranking 
breeders and exhibitors in America had 
much to do with the popularity of the 
Silver Classes, along of course with 
the coming to these shores of Mrs. 
Champion. 

But there were other excellent Silver 
eats in America. King of the Silvers, 
a Chinchilla male stud was one of 
these. He was a grandson of Lord 
Southampton. However, he failed to 
attract the eye of the judge whenever 
shown, due it was said, to his darkness 
of coat. The King was a proven male 
and sired many of the nation’s out- 
standing cats of the future. Although 
registered as a Chinchilla by his own- 
er, Mrs. Helen A. Mix of Gowanda, 
N. Y., this writer strongly suspects 
that the King was a Shaded Silver, 
but was passed over because, during 
his time, Shaded Silver Class in shows 
was non-existent.

mon the cat, to call him Simon, D.M. 

The initials stand for Dickin medal, 
which is the very highest British honor 
any cat can win, or ever has won. Si- 
mon is the first. 

Simon, about 2 years old, distin- 
guished himself when the British sloop 
Amethyst was crippled on the Yangtse 
river by Chinese Communist shell fire. 
Although wounded by shrapnel and 
singed by fire, the official dispatches 
said, Simon went right on with his 
duty of clearing the ship of rats. 

Simon’s attachment to the ship and 
its crew was hailed as an example of 
devotion which did much to bolster 
the morale of British sailors when the 
vessel ultimately made its sensational 
dash to the sea and freedom. 

So Simon gets the Dickin medal, and 
when the Amethyst steams into Plym- 
outh the bands will play, there will be 
a lot of gold braid about, and an ad- 
miral will make a formal presentation 
of the medal. 

It is about as big as a mouse, and 
about the same color and what Simon 
will think of the fuss there will be no 
knowing. But he does join a distin- 
guished company of birds and beasts 
who have received what the British 
call the “animals’ Victoria cross.” Fifty- 
three have received it, 

It takes its name from a 79-year-old 
lady Mrs. Mia Elizabeth Dickin O.B.E. 
(Order of the British Empire) friend 
of animals and founder of the people’s 
dispensary for sick animals. 

The medal is presented in the name 
of the allied forces mascot club, a sub-
